Salem's newest school building, 
the Buckeye Avenue grade school, 
will be ready for occupancy by the 
time school opens in the fall, Super­ 
intendent E. 8. Kerr said today. 
v 
Work on the eight-room structure 
is moving along rapidly. The con­ 
tractors have poured concrete for 
the second floor. The next step in 
construction will be thè wall plas­ 
tering and the installation of the 
finished floors. 
The building, to contain six class 
rooms, a kindergarten, lunch room, 
and auditorium-gymnasium, is lo­ 
cated at the north end of Buckeye 
ave. 
New Heat, Light Systems 
Meanwhile, work has begun on 
the new additions at Prospect and 
McKinley grade schools. Although 
the additions will not be completed 
until the fall of 1949, the present 
buildings will benefit next term by 
the installation of new heating and 
lighting systems. 
This phase of the projects will be 
'finished this summer, 9upt. Kerr 
tod. Following 
the 
opening 
of 
school In September, the additions 
will be blocked off from the old 
buildings and work will continue on 
the new construction. 
The general building contract lor 
the Prospect job was awarded to 
the School-Croffin Co. of Youngs­ 
town, while the McKinley project 
is being handled by the Adolph 
Johnson & Sons firm of Youngs- 
town, which built the City hospital 
' annex.

The McKinley and Prospect ad­ 
ditions will be similar. Each will 
include four new class rooms over 
a 
combination 
gym-audltorium. 
Also on the plans are nurse's rooms, 
conference rooms and kitchens. 
AH three Jobs are part of the 
1750,000 grade school improvement 
program approved by the Salem vot- 
| ers in November, 1946.

Of the three "must" bill*, only one 
has been passed by either house. 
That is the Reciprocal Trade ex­ 
tension which the houee approved 
with a controversial provision for j 
congressional veto attached. The i 
senate finance committee started j 
hearings on it yesterday. 
Wherry told reporters he hopes 
the senate, can get started on draft 
debate tomorrow by disposing of the 
war refugee bill tonight and sending 
it on to the house. A similar bill 
has been approved there by the ju­ 
diciary committee 
The second of several controver­ 
sial amendments to that measure 
was disposed of yesterday. The sen­ 
ate beat down, 40 to 31, a proposal 
by Senator Ferguson (RrMkh) and 
five of his colleagues to change the 
eligibility for admission formula. 
The Ferguson amendment would 
have provided that visas be issued 
to eah “element" or “group" in the 
same ratio that the element or group 
bears to the total number of refu­ 
gees in displased persons camps. 
Defeat of the proposal left intact 
that portion of the bill stipulating 
that at least one-half the persons 
considered for admission shall be 
refugees whose place or origin has 
been annexed by a foreign power. 
The Selective Service bill would 
provide for the drafting of men 19 
through 25 for a twp-year per ion 
It would permit youths of 18 to vol­ 
unteer for cne year 
and 
relieve 
themselves of liability under the 
draft.

WASHINGTON, June 2 — The 
biggest peacetime military budget 
in the nation’s history hit the house 
floor today — $10,198,672.250 for the 
Army, Navy and Air force. 
The appropriations committee at 
the same time released testimony 
warning of the "alarming menace 
of Soviet military might and dis­ 
closing that the United States fleet 
now in the Mediterranean is there 
for two reasons: 
First, to serve as a warning to 
Soviet union not to try to over 
run any of the free countries of 
Europe 
Second, to be ready to remove 
American forces if worst came to 
worst. 
Says Can Be Augmented 
Adm. Louis E. Denfeld. chief of 
naval operations, told the commit 
tee just, two weeks ago that the 
Mediterranean fleet, of one carrier, 
three cruisers and 10 destroyers 
could be agumented quickly.

REACH AGREEMENT 


ON GERMAN PROBIE 


(By AasoelMted Pr« wi) 
LONDON, June 2—A six-nation 
conference on Western Germany s 
political and economic future re­ 
ported officially today it has reached 
agreement on recommendations cov­ 
ering the whole field. 
That was the heart of an 60- 
word communique summing up the 
results of six weeks of talk which 
brought together high-ranking dip­ 
lomats, financial 
and 
production 
experts from the United States, 
Britain, France. Belgium, the Neth­ 
erlands and Luxemburg 
It mentioned directly none of tire 
major accomplishment* of the talk* 
—among them the recommendation 
to establish a separate Western Ger­ 
many early next year, plans for 
creating an international control 
board over the Ruhr’s key minerals, 
or long range methods for prevent­ 
ing rebirth of German aggression. 
But it did say that a report on 
its recommendation* will shortly be 
made public. Diplomatic officials 
here said this probably would not 
me before another two weeks— 
after the recommendations have 
been reviewed tn detail by the gov­ 
ernments concerned.

PORTLAND, O re, June 2 — The 
Columbia flood crest bore down on 
the Clatskanle area today In Its 
rampage to the Pacific ocean. The 
river lapped less than three Inches 
from dike top and was going higher. 
Four hundred civilian volunteers 
struggled to raise the nine dikes 
in the threatened area iwo-thlrds of 
the way down the 100-mtle barri­ 
caded stretch between Portland and 
the s*a. 
Behind the hard pressed earth­ 
works is the town of Olatskanie. Its 
population of about 1,030 has been 
evacuated. 
So have residents In 
other districts oi the area. 
U. 8 Army engineers described 
the situation in the Clatekante area 
as "critical.*' And It put the same 
label on five other areas, extending 
as far upriver as Portland where 
the crest parsed yesterday. 
But nowhere was the margin be­ 
tween safety and destruction as 
narrow m the cryptic 
freeboard, 
two-tenth,* of a foot" reported by 
the engineers around Clatskanle. 
Upriver, the most vital "critical” 
points were in the sandy and rnul- 
tnomah drainage 
districts 
along 
Portland s north and eastern out­ 
skirts. 
There 200 troops and 700 
civilian volunteers fought to bolster 
flood-battered dikes and keep Port­ 
land’s airport and the big troutdale 
aluminum plant from Inundation. 
Other critical areas were Sauvtes 
island slightly downstream from 
Portland; Scappose, 22 miles down, 
and Deer island, near the Oregon 
shore about midway between Scap- 
poo*c and Clatskanle.

There is the same reaso n to be skeptical abo ut co n 
elusio ns Jumped at after electio ns In Euro pe as there 
Is In the United States. 
The co nclusio n-jumpers have a habit o f making 
assumptio ns that canno t be squared with what hap­ 
pened at the po o ls. 
Fo r example, they usually assume th at a vo te fo r a 
certain party, such as the Co mmunist party In Eur­ 
o pean electio ns, represented an affirmative decisio n 
by the vo ter fo r that party. The truth may be that 
the vo te was a pro test against a co mpeting party. In 
years past, tho usands o f Americans have vo ted fo r 
so cialist candidates fo r president o n this basis; they 
were pro testing against the platfo rm and reco rd o f 
the majo r parties. 
Apparent Co mmunist gains in the recent mun­ 
icipal electio ns in the American zo ne o f Germany 
may be subject to this same interpretatio n. Germans 
may no t have been vo ting fo r Co mmunists but against 
candidates o f the parties favo red by the United States. 
As in Greece and Italy, Co mmunist strength in Ger­ 
many is an illusio n created by dissatisfactio n with 
o ther po litical o rganizatio ns. It is helpful to remem­ 
ber that in the United States the apparent strength 
o f the new deal was created by pro test psycho lo gy. 
Certainly, the new dealers never fo rgo t it. 
Even in 
1944 they still were explo iting the anti-Ho o ver senti­ 
ment o n which they ro de to po wer in 1932. 
It was 
their sto ck in trade. 
The Co mmunist party has no thing to o ffer in 
Euro pe except an o utlet fo r resentment against the 
sho rtco mings o f o ther parties. T hat is the Co mmun­ 
ist line thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
It is the reaso n why 
Co mmunists do everything they can to stir up bit­ 
terness and diso rder-~ao they can capitalize o n po pu­ 
lar resentment.

A Jo b o f Caulking 
This week President Truman starts o n an expedi­ 
tio n unprecedented in American po litics. 
He under­ 
takes a pre-co nventio n to ur to strengthen his chances 
o f « no minatio n. 
In an electio n year, the chief executive, prio r to the 
co nventio n, has had o nly the task o f preparing his 
acceptance speech and making kno wn his cho ice fo r 
vice president. 
But the o ld alliances that make up 
the Demo cratic party have begun to co me apart at 
the seams. 
Mr. Truman’s expeditio n will be in the 
nature o f a caulking jo b. 
The President's five majo r speeches will be in 
areas where draft-El.senho wer sentiment has been 
stro ng. His hand is re-tnfo rced by the fact that this 
sentiment is uno rganized and based largely o n wishful 
thinking rather than o n any likeliho o d o f Elsenho w­ 
er’s acceptance. 
The President’s hand also is re-in- 
fo reed by the fact that no avo wed and capable rival 
has arisen within the party to challenge his leadership. 
Indeed, during the Truman incumbency no seco nd in 
co mmand has emerged as a likely cho ice fo r vice 
president, so th at to day his cho ice o f a running mate 
Is as unsettled as it was two years ago . 
As he o pens his pre-co nventio n campaign. Mr 
Truman will rely largely o n extempo raneo us speeches, 
which be has been delivering with co nsiderable sue 
cess. 
But info rmal speech and perso nal appearances 
Hero es the natio n he ho pes to rise in public esteem 
and make such a favo rable impressio n o n do ubtful 
party leaders that all draft-Elsenho wer talk will be 
silenced.

Opening The Danube 
Secretary Marshall’s pro po sal to Russia to o pen the 
Danube river serves to recall that the Danube o nce 
was an artery o f co mmerce o pen to sh ip o f all na­ 
tio ns.

I. Fro m 1919 until 1939 Russia was excluded fro m the 
internatio nal river co mmissio n after the Reds seized 
Bessarabia in 1940, thro ugh traffic ceased. 
To day the Danube is In Russian co ntro l, except fo r 
its upper reaches which in themselves co nstitute an 
impo rtant artery o f co mmerce. But the Danube, o pen 
fo r its navigable length to ships o f all natio ns, wo uld 
be an impo rtant facto r tn Euro pean reco very.

The new iu nds are intended to 
bu ild u p Army and Air force per­ 
sonnel to a top strength of 1,234,- 
500 and the Navy and Marine corps 
to 552 000. 
Compare Soviet 
Tills compares with reported Sov­ 
iet military strength of 4,000,000 
men, which Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
chief of Army staff, said presents 
“an alarming menace to the sec­ 
u rity of the United States.” 
The Navy bill fu rnishes money to 
start work on a 65.000-ton aircraft 
carrier, largest In the world, and on 
a "k iller ship” to combat su bmar­ 
ines, two high-speed su bmarines, 
and two su bmarines of “an entirely 
new character” ndt otherwise de­ 
scribed. 
Also provided are fu nds to convert 
a carrier and two su bmarines into 
ships whose natu re was k ept 
a 
closely-gu arded secret. 
The committee was told that Ru s­ 
sia has at least 250 su bmarines. 
Testimony tak en du ring the hear­ 
ings shows that the Army plans to 
u se 272,000 of its men overseas and 
518.000 in this cou ntry.

The 1,234,500 manpower goal set 
to r the Army and Air force is 302,- 
500 more than the two services ex­ 
pect to have in u niform at the end 
of this month—a factor that u nder­ 
scored the priority Repu blican lead­ 
ers have given the draft bills pend­ 
ing In both hou se and senate. 
Even thou gh the Army-Air force 
fu nd approved was the largest ever 
in peacetime, it was nine per cent 
below the amou nt President Tru ­ 
man had ask ed. Many of the cu ts, 
however, were aimed at civilian 
personnel. 
Cu t Requ est Some 
It cu t $647,903,000 from the Pres­ 
ident's bu dget requ ests for $7,157,- 
842.000 bu t *50,000.000 of this was 
offset by voting contract au thority 
in that amou nt. This means con­ 
tracts can be let with the money 
to corne from fu tu re appropriation 
bills. 
The total cash approved—$5,618,- 
203.000 for the Army and $891,738,- 
(000 for thp Air force—compares with 
$1,500.000.000 In the Army’s regu lar 
bu dget for the fiscal year 1941 when 
the nation was girding for war and 
the Army and the Air force were 
financed by a single bu dget.
